COAL CREEK, Ter.ii., May 19.—As tho 


result of nn explosion in the Fratevville 


conl jiiines two miles west of town at 
7:30 o'clock this morning probably be- 


tween 200 nnd 300 persons have been kill- 
ed. 


Supt. George Cunip stutes that he is 


positive thut one hundred nnd si*ty men 
\vcro in th" mine; and there may hare 
been from 250 to 300. This ho cannot 
determine until further investigation is 
made. Out of tlic vast number, only five 
bodies have been 
recovered. One of 


these is still alive, but he will die. Tlic 
known dead are:

who was a "road man" in the mine-, was' 
blown" out of tho entrance an(l will die. 
He has been unable to apeak. 


Soon after the explosion a party was 


organized nnd started in, in the hope of- 
saving the lives of at least part of the 
men. The party was, however, unable 
to go more than 500 yards on account of 
slate having fallen in the main path and 
also on account of stifling smoke and gas 
and very excessive heat. The latter in- 
dicates that the mine may be burning. 


. H is three miles from the mouth of the 


mine to the point where the men were at 
work and this distance will have to be 
traversed to get to them. 


Probably upheavals of earth, eonl and 


slate wilflmve to be excavated in order 
to reach the objective point. Experienced, 
miners say that even if the entombed 
men are alive they will more than likely 
die from the effects of fire damp before 
they can be rescued. 


It is feared they are already dead. 
Fully 1,000 women and children are 


assembled there, many of them undoubt- 
ed ly having been left widows and fath- 
erless by the horrible catastrophe of a 
few hours ago. 


They are mad in their grief and ap- 


pcalinsly beg friends 
to go into the 


burning furnace and rescue their loved 
ones, if possible. Many of tncse women 
and children are in want and a mass 
meeting has bean called to be held here 
tonight at which 
leading citizens will 


take steps to relieve the needy. It may 
be that the outside world will be asked 
to help. 


H was at first reported that an explo- 


sion also occurred in Thistle mine, whioh 
adjoins Fraterville mine, almost on the 
opposite side of the. mountain. Thistle 
mine, has, it is stated, practically boon 
abandoned, and it'is understood to have 
been the intention of the Coal Creek 
company which-owns the properties to 
abandon Fraterville at an early date on 
account of it having been worked con- 
tinuously for over thirty years, 


It is believed that gas still, is emitting 


from Fraterville unrt that this 13 gather- 
ing in Thistle mini! in which evidences of 
heat arc also coming.

>'o men arc at work in Thistle mine thus 
confining the disaster to Fraterville as 
far as casualties are concerned.

He went fco the Wilkinson house Fri« 


day night and proposed marriage to 
Abetha McCuliough. He was rejected, 
and vowing b.e would marry her humed 
to this city and procured on Saturday a . 
marriage license. He went to church, on,.;. 
Sunday night and told every one he met 
that he was to be married that night. 
About o o'clock in tho morning -several 
>ictol shots were heard, but no-one, went 
o investigate until next morning when- 
Wilkinson failed to appear at a neigh- 
bor's house where he was engaged in 
jarvesting a crop of potatoes. John 
Kellar, a farm hand, was sent to Wilk- • 
nson's house, and he fo'und the wiolc 
amily murdered and Austin with'a bul- 
et hole in his breast and the revolver 
clutched .in -his hand. The infant who 
tad been unharmed was found in a bed 
wside the dead body of its mother.

About thirteen; hundrd bodies have al- 
ready been interred. The entire north

Following is an extract'from an ad- 


dress'by Professor C. M. Conner, as- 
s'stant agriculturist, of Clemspn col- 
Icge; South'Carolina,-'on, dairying in 


the. south:'

•'- 
-The modern milk cow is the result 


of breeding, feeding and selection. She 
has been so bred and selected that she 
has departed from the original plan of 
the Creator and has been made Into a 
special purpose animal-that is, she 
converts all -her surplus food into milk 
and butter fat. On the other hand, 
her sister, the-beef cow, converts near- 
ly all her surplus, food- into flesh and 
fat 
Then each has a form best suited 


for this work. The true type ot dairy 
cow is wedge shaped, while the beef 
<;ow is rectangular in form, so that the 
largest 'amounts of the choicest -cuts 
may be put on the frame. The dairy 
cow should carry no surplus flesh or 
parts. The business parts are devel- 
'oped to the greatest. extent-namely, 
the digestive apparatus and the odder. 


"In selecting a cow for the dairy I 


would pay close attention to the dairy 
form 
If you were selecting a horse 


for the race 'track, you would not se- 
lect a heavy, blocky horse, but one that 
is rs'ther high oft tie groundJlightMn 
form and rather thin. So with the 
dairy cow; select one suited for doing 
the .work In hand.' While good dairy 
form does.not always Insure a good 
milker, it is one of the best Indications 
of an economical producer. 
" 4.3 to breed, I have, nothing to say. 


If .'you are producing butter for tho 
market, get one of the .small daky 
breeds- if you are producing milk ror 
the market, get one of the heavier 
milkers. 
"A thoroughbred herd is not essen- 


tial to success. In fact, I would not 
ndvise the Inexperienced man to begin 
with'registered cattle,'but buy' up the 
best dairy cows in your neighborhood 
and use a good sire for 'building up the 
'herd 'Do not make the mistake of 
buying a cheap sire. Get one that will 
raise the standard of your herd every 
.vear. As fast as you can replace your 
grade .with registered ones."

, It is three miles from the mouth of the 


mine to the point where the men were at 
work and this distance will have to be 
traversed to get to them. 


Probably upheavals of earth, coal and 


slate will have to be excavated in order 
to reach the objective point. Experienced 
miners say that even if the entombed 
men are alive they will more than likely 
die from the effects of fire damp before 
they can be rescued. 


It is feared they are already dead. 
Fully 1,000 women and children are 


assembled theve, many of them undoubt- 
ed ly having been left widows and fath- 
erless by the horrible catastrophe of a 
few hours ago. 


They are mad in their grief and ap- 


pealingly beg friends 
to go into the 


"burning furnace and rescue their loved 
ones, if possible. Many of these women 
and children are in want and a mass 
meeting has been called to be held here, 
tonight at which 
leading citizens will 


take steps to relieve the needy. It may 
"be that the outside world will be asked 
to help. 


It was at first reported that an explo- 


sion also occurred in Thistle mine, which 
adjoins Fraterville mine almost on the 
opposite side o.f the mountain. Thistle 
mine, has, it is stated, practically been 
abandoned, and it is understood to have 
teen the intention of the Coal Creek 
company which-owns the properties to 
abandon Fraterville at an early date on 
account of it having been worked con- 
tinuously for over thirty years. 


It is believed that gas still is emitting 


from Fraterville and that this is. gather 
ing in Thistle minu in which evidences of 
heat arc also coming. However, it is 
not beUoved that Thistle mine is on fire. 
No men are at work in Thistle mine thus 
confining the disaster to Fraterville as 
far as casualties are concerned. Supt. 
George Camp-was asked for an official 
statement for publication. Beyond fig- 
ures giVen bovc and the opinion that the 
explosion was probably caused from gas 
igniting, hehacl nothing to say. He will 
probably issue a statement later, giving 
the names of all the men who are knowr 
to be in the niipe.

LA CROSSE, Wis., May 19—News

Jouris'liing condition of the state, "pri- 
vate and savings banks, which do" 42 per 
cent of, the entire banking business of 
;he state. Shortly after his appointment 
;o office Bank Examiner M. C. Bergli 
called for a report of the condition of 
hcse banks at the close of 'business April 
L5. The returns have just been tabulat- 
ed and made public. 


The examiner's statement shows that • 


there were 304 of these banks doing bus- 
iness on April 15, an increase of nine 
over the number at the time o'f the pre- 
ceding report, Dec. 10, 1901. All 
of 


these new institutions are state banks. 
During this period ones of the private 
banks changed to a state bank, making 
the total increase of the latter class ten. 


The most significant feature of the 


ba.nk examiner's statement is that show- 
ing that the net increase in the re- 
sources and liabilities of these banks 
from December 10, 1901, to April la, 
1901, a period of about four months, was 
$6,475,910.92, This means that the peo- 
ple doing business with these banks were 
that much better off at the latter date 
than at the former; that they had that 
much more money in the banks. Anoth- 
er feature of tho statement is tho big 
increase in loans and 
deposits, which 


Allows that business is unusually, active, 
furnishing a good market for money. The 
cash reserve of these banks oh December 
10, 1901, was 30.0!) per ccmt, as against

PARIS, May 16.—A private telegram 


received here, via La, Guaria, Venezuela, 
'eays Fort, dc France, 
(Martinique) 
is 


seriously threatened by the volcanic dis- 
turbance. 
., KINGSTON, Island of St. 
Vincent, 


Thursday, May 15—(Afternoon)—A cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press has 
just returned here from a visit on horse- 
back, to the devastated'district of this 
island, during which he traveled fifty 
miles and 
penetrated to within five 


miles of the iSoufriere crater. The ash- 
covered area of .St. Vincent exceeds that 
of Martinique, which the correspondent 
has also/ explored. The most conserva- 
ti,ve estimate o.f Ac death rate here now 
places" the number at seventeen 'hundred. 
About thirteen hundrd bodies have al- 
ready been interred. The entire north- 
ern part of the island is covered .with 
ashes to an average depth of eighteen 
inches, varying from a 
thin layer at 


Kingston to two feet or more at George- 
town. The crops are 
ruined, nothing 


green can be seen, the streets of George- 
town are cumbered with heaps of ashes 
resembling snowdrifts and ashes rest so 
heavily on the roofs that in several cases 
they have caused them to fall in. There 
will" soon be 5,000 destitute persons ir 
need of assistance from the government 
which is already doing everything possi- 
ble to relieve the sufferers. There are 
a hundred injured people in the hospital 
at Georgetown .gangs of men are- search- 
ing for the dead or rapidly burying them 
in trenches and all that can be done un- 
der the circumstances is being accom- 
plished. 


The 
British 
cruiser 
Indefatigable 


brought twenty-five, tons of supplies here 
and returned to the Island of Trinidad 
today for more. 


The governor of the Windward Islands, 


Sir Robert Llewelyn, is here, supervising 
the work of the authorities. 


While'the outbreak of the volcano on 


the'lsland of Martinique killed move peo- 
ple outright, more territory has been 
ruined in St. Vincent, hence there is 
greater destitution. 


The 
injured persons 
were horribly 


burned by the-hot grit which was driv- 
en 
along with 
tremendous 
velocity. 


Twenty-six persons who sought refuge 
in a room ten feet by twelve were all 
killed. One person was brained with a 
huge stone nine miles from the crater. 


Rough coffins are being.made \.o receive 


the remains of the victims. The hospit- 
al here is filled with dying people. Fif- 
ty injured persons are lying en the floor 
of that building as there are no beds 
for their accommodation, though cots are 
being rapidly constructed of boards. This 
and similar work has been in prograss 
since immediately after the disaster. Two 
days elapsed, however, before there were 
any burials, as the .negroes^ refused to 
dig the necessary trenches, though they 
were offered three times tho usual wages 
by the local authorities. The nurses em- 
ployed are incompetent, but they are 
willing to learn and arc working hard. 
The negroes are indifferent to a)l that is 
occurring and to what has taken place. 
They expect to receive government ra- 
tions, but there have 
been 
instances 


where they have refused to bury their 
own relatives, 


SIV THOUSAND REFUGES.

ST. THOMAS, D. W. I., May 16.— 


^The Danish cruiser Valkyrien has re- 
turned here from Martinique. The cor- 
respondent here of the Associated Press 
has had an interview with one of the 
Vftlkyrien's oflicora who said: 


"We left, St. Thomas the afternoon of 


May 0. The next , day, when seventy 
miles from Martinique- the falling 
vpl- 


cnnk' ashes bee-amp troublesome. We'ap- 
proached the island 
and discovered,St. 


to the shore, but no replies were re- 
ceived. We then lay off for the night 
and witnessed a.'remarkable spectacle of 
fire and lightning. Ashes' fell and duto- 
nations were heard. 


''In the morning we "saw the French 


cruiser Suchctv andi'^vent nearer the 
shore. The ashes became^ dense as, wo 
approached and many dead bodies were, 
floating on the sea. They were burnt 
and swollen and floating in groups, 
i)i 


some cases of ten each. Nearly-all tho. 
bodies were those of white persons. As 
we approached St. .Pierre 
we saw the 


town was covered with ashes. We then 
joined the cruiser Suchet and the cable 
repair ship Poiirier-Quertier and to- 
gether went toward lie Preehuer. The 
rain of ashes wos heavy and shrouded 
the Suchet". Soon the ashes cleared up 
and we ran close to Pe Precheur and 
then to Hamcau des Sabines. The boats 
from all three ships were put overboard 
and the rescue of people from the shore 
commenced at 11 o'clock in the morning. 
We were all covered with gray ashes, 
our eyes were weeping arid the heat was 
intolerable. 'Some of th'e negroes came 
out to us in small boats; they were 
nearly naked and some of them were 
laughing while others were crying. Some 
of them carried chairs with them, while 
others brought dogs and kittens as all 
their property. Their woolly hair was 
thick with ashes. Several big pans 
on 


board our ship were filled with cooked 
food and placed on deck; they were 
soon "surrounded by a crowd of chatter- 
ing natives. 


'The negroes 
were all saved by 4 


o'clock in the 
afternoon 
except a few 


who •'refused, to leave the land. At this 
hour the Sachet signalled 'The operation 
is over; thank you.' The Suchet 
then 


steamed away in the direction of Fort 
de France. But our boats had not yet 
all returned to the ship. We were still 
waiting for the last one when there was 
a tremendous report from the crater of 
Mount, Pelee, quickly followed by a sec- 
ond report. These explosions caused 
great excitement on shore and our last 
boat returned bringing the remainder 
of the negroes, including those who had 
previously refused

It will be remembered that Mr. Beau- 


'grand was an assessor and also a mem- 
ber of the board of review for many 
years. For his services as assessor lie 
received $300 per annum and on the 
board of review $100, the last amount 
being fixed 'by the council passing a reso- 
lution. 


The discovery was made that t'.to 


state law provided that the assessors, 
as members of the board of review, were 
entitled to $300 per annum, making the 
total salary $600. 


Some of the assessors applied to the 


council for .back pay and received it and 
the clerk and mayor were also paid 
what the law allowed. Mr. Morey, as 
executor of the last will of Mr. aicau- 
grnnd, asked the city for back pay, 
amounting to $800. 'It was refused and 
suit was commenced in the.circnit court, 
to which the city demurred and the de- 
murrer is sustained by the judge.

The city charter of Racine provides

Plaintiff claims that Beaugrand was en- 
titled to three hundred dollars per year 
during his term as assessor for'his serv- 
ices as a member of the board of review, 
by virtue of section 1060 of the Revised 
Statutes, which . reads': Section^ 1060.

forbids it; and it ia evidently designed 
to provide' a. compensation for services 
rendered in cases where such services 
are not otherwise compensated. 


The provision of the city charter of 


Racine relating to salaries, section 15, 
reads: "Salaries shall be fixed for the 
following named officers 
on or before 


the fifteenth day of March, next pro- 
ceeding their election or appointment for

to be rendered, and in lieu of all fees and 
perquisites to which they might other- 
wise he entitled, 'and which salary shall 
not be increased nor 'ba reduced during 
their respective terms, and shall not. ex- 
ceed the following named sums, to-wit;

The sixth letter of Senator Whitehcad

Dip each piece 'quickly 
into the soda water, and immediately 
remove to the sucls3 rinsing very thor- 
oughly; then dry as quickly as possible 
with a soft linen cloth. Xo injury to 
the silver need be apprehended unless 
the pieces are permitted to remain for 
an unnecessary length of time in 
the 


soda. If articles are very much black- 
ened and discolored, they may be re- 
dipped after thoroughly rinsing and dry- 
ing.

The barome- 
ter in his house fluttered violently and 
he notified his servants to Harness the 
mules to his carriage and prepare for 
flight. Clerc took his wife 
and 
four 


children with him and rushed from The 
city. He Avaorned all his friends also to 
hasten away, but' his advice was dis- 
credited. 


He left behind him at -his house 28 of 


his friends who gathered there at hia 
call and whom he advised to go,'away 
as quickly as they could. As Clerc and 
his family were leaving St. Pierre, he 
saw Mr. Prentis, the American concul, 
standing in front of his house with Mrs. 
Prentis. Mr. Clerc called out to Pren- 
tjs and warned him to flee the city at 
once, "but the consul only laughed'and 
waved his hand as he answered, "Oh, 
there is no danger. Don't be afraid." 


When Clerc reached Morne Rouge, dis- \ 


tant from St. .Pierre about six miles he 
looked back and saw a huge mass of 
slate colored stones and ashes burst from 
Mount Pelee and tumble down on St. 
Pierre. This was immediately followed 
by a great wall of flame which seemed 
to rise and topple over on the doomed 
town. The whole thing lasted not more 
than two minutes.

side and not a hair of the animal was 
singed on the other.

Not' its most enthusiastic apologist 


would call Black Rock a religious com- 
munity,; but it possessed in a marked 
degree that eminent- Christian virtue 
of tolerance. . All creeds, all shades of 
religious opinion, were allowed,, and it 
rwas generally conceded that one was 
as gdod'as another. It is fair to say, 
however, that Black Rock's catholicity 
(was negative rather than'ppsiitive. The

slated" upon as 'a necessity ."""It" never 
occurred to any one to consider reli- 
gion other than as a respectable if not 
ornamental addition to life in older 
lands.

During.the weeks following the mak-

Her P«T/ Close Attention 


to nairy 3Form. 


Following Is an extract from an ad- 


by Professor C. M. Conner, as- 


s'stant agdculturist of Clemson col- 
lege, South Carolina, on dairying in 
the) soutb ; 


"The modern milik cow la the result 


of breeding, feeding and selection. .She 
has been so bred and selected that she 
has departed from the original plan of 
the Creator and has been made Into a 
special purpose animal—that is, she 
converts all : her surplus food into milk 
and butter fat. 
On the other hand, 


her sister, the beef cow, converts near- 
ly all her surplus, food- into flesh and 
fat. Then each has a form best salted 
for this work. The true' type of dairy 
cow ia wedge shaped, while the beef 
cow is rectangular in form, so that the 
largest amounts of ibe choicest .cuts 
may be put on the frame. The dairy 
cow should carry no surplus flesh or 
parts. The business parts are devel:' 
'.oped to . the greatest .extent— namely, 
the digestive apparatus and the udder. 


"In, selecting a cow for the dairy I 


.would pay close attention to the dairy 
form, if you were selecting a horse 
for. the race track, you would not se- 
lect a heavy, blocky horse, but one that 
is rsther high off the ground, light in 
form and rather thin. 
So with the 


dairy cow; select one suited for doing 
the work in hand. While good dairy 
form does not always insure a good 
milker, it is one of the best indications 
of an economical producer. 


"As to breed, I have, nothing to isay. 


If you are producing butter for the 
market, get one of the .small dairy 
breeds; if you are producing milk for 
the market, get one of the heavier 
milkers. 
V 


"A thoroughbred herd is not essen- 


tial to success. In fact, .1 would not 
advise the inexperienced man to begin 
with registered cattle, but buy up the 
best dairy cows in your neighborhood 
and use a good sire for building up the 
herd. 
Do not make the mistake of 


buying a cheap sire. Get one that will 
raise the standard of your herd every 
year. As fast as you can replace your 
grade .with registered ones."

The first two or three streams of 


milk. squeezed out of the teat are al- 
most pure water and of no value, and 
at the same time that thin stuff con- 
tains vast quantities of malicious bac- 
teria tlmt should never be allowed to 
get into the milk pail; so the best plan 
is to m:llk these streams on to the floor 
before you begin in the pail, says L.. S. 
Hardin. Never let the milker dip his 
fingers in the milk to soften the cow's 
teats. This is a vile and dirty trick 
and should not be allowed. 


Require every man to milk with dry 


hands, or, letter yet, make him wash 
his hands after milking two cows. I 
have often seen men milking whose 
breeches were so covered with dirt that 
they looked as if they were made of 
leather and would stand alone. When 
such a man has even passed through 
a milkroom, he leaves an odor behind 
him that a hound could smell a month 
afterward. 


This is where a great reform is need- 


ed in dairy work. A man woo never 
takes a bath or go.es swimming only- 
three times a year should not be al- 
lowed in or near the dairy room, ami 
he is extra hazardous even in the cow 
stable. .If either road dust or ground 
plaster is scattered over the floor of « 
BtaWe just after it is cleaned nnd it Is, 
aa it should be, cleaned twice a dtiy, 
there will be no disagreeable odor in 
the stable provided the men keep them-

PESTILENCE SPREADS. 


ST. THOMAS, D. W. I., May-10— Were 


it not for the pestilence thatl'ls begin- 
ning to spread over the land the fearful 
catastrophe that befell the island of Mar- 
tinique'would be a thing of the past, a 
page in the history of the awful, a chap- 
ter in the book of the world's calami- 
ties. 


There is an absence of symptoms that 


go hand in hand with volcanic eruptions. 
St. Vincent is resuming the quiet of its 
ordinary peaceful tropic life and the in- 
habitants are slowly settling to the nor- 
mal level of emotion. The dreadful out- 
breaks of nature have left a deep im-., 
pression upon the minds cf th-e people, 
but all is like the forced quiet after a 
storm. 


The most horrifying conditions prevail 


in the Carib country. Thousands of cut- 
tle and human corpses are strewn over 
the ground, exhaling foul odors and pes- 
tilence. The bodies of men, women aud 
children lie bare to the heat of the sun 
and winds of the sea. All are in a state 
of decomposition. 


Three days after the first eruption on 


the island a small shop was opened and 
in it were- found eighty-seven bodies, all 
decaying and all unrecognizable. Other 
sickening and lothsome discoveries arc 
being made from time to time.

AV;AITED DEATH CALMLY. 


Martinique mails, forwarded just prior 


to the disaster, arrived here yesterday. 
The newspapers print a number of priv- 
a-te letters from St. Pierre, giving many 
details of events immediately preceding 
the catastrophe. The most' interesting 
of these is a letter from a young lady, 
who was among the victims, dated May 
3. After describing -the aspect of St. 
Pierre before -dawn, the town being lit 
up with flames from the volcano, every- 
thing covered with ashes, and the people 
greatly excited, yet not panic-stricken, 
she said: 


"My calmness ustonislied me. I am 


awaiting the event tranquilly,. My only 
suffering is from the 
dust which pene- 


trates everywhere, even through 
closed 


doors and windows. We arc all 
onlm. 


Mamie is not a bit anxious. Edith 
•alone is frightened. 
If death awaits u.s 


there will bo a numerous company to 
leave the world. 
Will it be by fire or 


aslies? It will be what God wills. You 
will'have our last thoughts. Tell brother 
.'Hobort that we are still alive. This will, 
i perhaps, be no longer true when this let- 
ter reaches you."

This and other letters enclosed sam- 


ples of * the ashes, which fell.over 
the 


doomed town. The ashes are a*bluish 
gray powder, resembling newly ground.

Another letter, written during the af- 


ternoon of May 3, says, "The^population 
of the neighborhood of th-e mountain is 
flocking to the city.' Business is sus- 
pended,<the inhabitants are panic-strick- 
en a.nd -the firemen are sprinkling 
the 


streets and roofs/ to settle the ashes, 
which are filling the air." 


These and other letters seem to indi- 


cate that evidences of the impending dis- 
aster were numerous five days before it 
occurred.
